Portland, Ore.—Lovers of apples will 
be interested in the conclusion reached 
by government Investigators that de­ 
cay of this fruit in cold storage can 
oe prevented through the destruction 
of the anthracnose germ by the use of 
the 
well-known 
bordeaux 
mixture. 
This conclusion is the result of ex­ 
tensive experim ents made by B. B. 
P ratt of the departm ent of agricul­ 
turer and Prof. W. H. Lawrence, a lo­ 
cal investigator of apple growing. 
The anthracnose 
pest 
has 
been 
known to orchardists for years, and 
formerly it was the custom to chop 
down the trees that becam e Infected. 
The work of the investigators brought 
the remedy several years ago, how­ 
ever, and various infected 
orchards 
were sprayed and cleared of the an* 
thracnose and so made into good pro­ 
ducers again. Apples, even from these 
orchards, when subjected to cold stor­ 
age, however, 
showed 
decay 
and 
proved that the trouble had not been 
fully conquered. 
The result was the 
special work by Mf. P ratt in the gov­ 
ernm ent laboratory here and Professor 
LawTence, representing the Hood Riv­ 
er growers. 
It has been found th at the mere rid­ 
ding of the trees of the pest is not 
sufficient, for th e wind will blow the 
anthracnose 
from infected orchards 
a considerable distance, and a single 
spore alighting on an apple is suffi­ 
cient to cause decay.

pecker’s chief employment it would be 
an undue restraint of trade to order 
the killing of the bird.” . 
The S. P. C. A. officials said that 
they would regard as cruelty any act 
intended to stop the woodpecker from 
pecking and would protect the bird 
to the limit of the law.

We not only owe them moral 
and financial support, hut it is due 
that we help them obtain the legiti­ 
mate news that develops within our 
circles. 
Too often we let it be a one-sided 
affair and fail to lend our co-operation 
to this, the greatest civilizing force of 
the times, or ask unreasonable things. 
Too often also we criticize our pa­ 
per because of some inaccuracy or the 
failure to publish some story, when 
we have suppressed the news or at 
least done nothing to aid in uncover­ 
ing it.

Co-operation is due as much from 
the citizen aa from the publisher. 
Newspapers are prepared amidst a 
constant swirl and re,jib and it is un­ 
fair to ham per the editor in his task. 
The newspapes are glad to publish 
anything that is new and interesting.

movement.
